DENIES BODY 


SHIPPED TO 
HOME IS HIS 


Puzzled Authorities Now 
Wonder What to Do With 
Unclaimed Corpse 


Ir A. r. NIGHT WIRE) 

COMFREY (Minn.) Nov. 9.— 
The body of one William C. Krue- 
ger, which arrived here from Se- 
attle, Wash., yesterday lay un- 
claimed at the local railway ex- 
press office, and William C. Krue- 
ger, upon hearing that “his” body 
was shipped here from Seattle for 
burial, returned home to present 
proof to the folks that he is very 
much alive. 


On October 21, one William C. 
Krueger of Seattle, Wash., was 
reported to have slain hie wife 
and 2-year-old- daughter and to 
have taken his own life. A friend 
identified the dead man as WII 
nam C. Krueger of Comfrey, and 
notified Mrs. Mary Krueger of 
this place that her son had com- 
mitted suicide. 

At the time, Mra. K er's son, 
u representative of a Cleveland 
1 company, was at 
Vader, ash. 

Mrs. Krueger sent $340 to 8 
attle to cover expenses for ship- 
ping the body of “her son” to 
Comfrey. 

Upon hearing that “his body” 
had been shipped to his home 
town, Willlam C. Krueger ieft 
Vader and arrived here to testify 
that he was not a corpse. 

The question then arose as to 
what to do with the body of the 
Seattle man. Mrs. Krueger de- 
clared she would be willing to 
forfeit the $340 and was content 
that her son was alive. 

County authorities refused to be 
burdened with the burial of a man 
who died several thousand miles 
from here. Railway officials were 
notified that the shipment had 
been refused. What disposition 
willbe made of the remains of 
the Seattle man is still to be de- 
termined.

INDIANAPOLIS (Ind.) Nov. 9. 
The southern half of Indiana 10 
a veritable furnace. Thousands of 
acres of timber land and fields in 
a score of counties are being 
wiped away by the greedy tongues 
of flames which have sprung, 
according to theory, from a doz- 
en different origins, but continue 
on their devastating way despite 
the combined efforts of the ‘forces 
of Newman T. Miller, State Fire 
Marshal, local fire-fighting crews 
and hundreds of farmers at work 
day and night. 

And as another day comes re- 
lief is not in sight, for John H. 
Armington, meteorologist of the 
United States Weather Bureau, 
says rain is not due for another 
thirty-six hours at earliest. This, 
according to fire fighters, alone 
can stop the spread of the devas- 
tation. 

That part of the State from the 
Ohio River to a line within thirty 
miles of Indianapolis 
without rain for from four to 
seven weeks. The timber land is 
dry as tinder. The clover, alfal- 
fa and corn fields go like paper 
once sparks find their way to 
them. To make the situation 
more terrorizing high winds have 
blown constantly for four to six 
days. 

MOONSHINERS BLAMED 

In Washington, Jackson, Brown, 
Monroe and Lawrence counties the 
women and aged men have held 
prayer meetings twice daily for 
three days while able-bodied men 
fought the flames on their own 
and neighbors’ land. The many 
creeks of the territory have fatled 
to stop the devastation. The wind 
has carried the sparks over the 
water. In Jackson county alone 
five different timber fires are rag- 
ing. Authorities there blame them 
on operators of iet isky stills 
which abound in the woo 4 
This territory, lying between Nor- 
man Station and Lessville, is a 
favorite haunt of moonshiners. 
Far removed from the beaten 
paths of civilization, most of 
them are in Decatur county. Fire 
fighters, believing the one large 
forest fire under control, relaxed, 
but two hours later it had spread 
beyond control. Others were found 
to have considerable head- 
way. 

Students of Indiana Univers 
ty in Bloomington have discarded 
books for shovels and fire-fight- 
ing equipment. Schools in almost 
all of the affected area have been 
closed. Farmers in Putnam and 
Clay counties have been able to 
save their homes by plowing fur- 
rows from eight to twenty feet 
wide around the buildings. 


WATER RUNS LOW 


The southern half of Jay coun- 
ty on the Ohio line is in danger of 
being swept clean. Boys attempting 
to smoke out some wild bees in the 
timber are blamed for this fire. It, 
however, is not confined to one 
place. Three farmers have lost 
their entire set of buildings. The 
fires seem to spring from nothing. 

From the little town of Lyons 
comes a plea for help. This town of 
500 inhabitants is only two miles 
from the nearest fire. Nothing but 
wooded hills stand between the 
blaze and the town, which is de- 
serted. But the ; this morning 
is blowing the other way. “We are 
praying.” the plea for help ends. 
Lyons has had no rain since Sep- 
tember 1. 

Almost every city in the State 
has sent fire-fighting apparatus to 
the stricken areas. The towns are 
keeping almost a constant flow of 
water on the roofs. 

But how long will the water 
hold out? That is the question. 
Creek beds are dry. Wells are be- 
ing pumped dry. Trucks and wag- 
ons are being pressed into serv- 
ice in hauling water from the Ohio 
and White rivers and the creeks

PARIS, Nov. 9%.—Complications 
which may embrace partial mili- 
tary occupation of Austria by Ital- 
fans and Czecho-Slovak troops are 
feared will result from the strike 
of Austrian railway workers and 
the resignation of the Seipel Cabi- 
net. 

Confidential information in po- 
litical circles here states that the 
Rome and Prague governments are 
in accord that rail communications 
across Austria must be preserved 
regardless of the railway men's 
attempt to paralyze traffic and if 
nec Czech and Italian trains 
convoy by soldiers along the 
main lines, guarded by foreign 
troops, will be operated. 

Premier Mussolini is deter- 
mined to keep the main line from 
Vienna by way of Brenner and 
Kufschienne to Munich and thence 
to Prague, open. 

Pressure will be brought on 
both the Prague and Rome gov- 
ernments not to violate Austrian 
soll by sending troops across the 
frontier as the railway strike is 
purely a domestic problem for the 

lenna government. 

Austrian officials here assert that 
they are assured by Berlin that 
the Reich government will cut the 
line and prevent communications 
by way of Munich if either Pra- 
gue or Rome tries military meas- 
ures. 


GERMANS MAY

Stand on League Brought 
Break With Wilson During 
Critical Period

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9%.—When 
time shall write its final estimate 
of Henry Cabot Lodge it must turn 
for its colorful passages to the 
story of that strange twist of cir- 
cumstance which set his name over 
inst the name of Woodrow 
ilson in one of the stirring 
periods of American history. 
Both outstanding men of 
ters, called by some the two great- 
est examples of the schalar in 
politics, the venerable Senate lead- 
er and the war-time President 
found themselves in disagreement, 
determined and irreconcilable, at 
the very time of their most virile 
public service. Each in his proud 
and resolute way sought at first 
to ignore the impassable barrier 
that was rearing itself between 
them; but in the end each came 
to acknowledge it openly, though 
each sought to blame the other. 
The most fundamental difference 
between them developed over the 
League of Nations. For his op- 
position to unreserved acceptance

of the Versallles covenant, Senator 
Lodge was assailed by his enemies 
with a bitterness equalled only by 
the fu with which the enemies 
of the ague attacked Mr. Wil- 
son: while by his own friends and 
followers the Masachussetts Sen- 
ator was eulogized and revered as 
the savier of American liberties, 
who had fought courageously 
against a subtle invasion of the 
independence of his country, and 


had preserved for posterity the 
cherished traditions of the fa- 
thers. 

It may de that history will 


never know the full story of that 
epochal struggle, which lifted both 
Lodge and Wilson to new heights 
of leadership. As each ag 
a dominating figure in the mak- 
ing of history, so each had hoped 
to become at least the historian 
of his times; but, 
rigor of the battle, both have fal- 
len into their last sleep without 
completing the work that circum- 
stance and natural inclination 
seemed to have patterned for them. 
When Mr. Wilson died he left 
only scraps and patches of the 
great human document he had 
hoped to set down for future gen- 
erations. A week ago’ Mr. Lodge 
confided to his friends that he 
was gathering material for a his- 
tory of his League fight in the 
Senate and for other histories of 
the great days of his intimate as- 
sodiation with men and affairs. 
The task was never finished.

TWO OPERATIONS 

The Senator had attended the 
Republican convention at Cleve- 
land at which his former leader- 
ship of the State forces was di- 
vided between Speaker Gillétt and 
Gov. Cox, but within month suf- 
fered a condition that required an 
emergency operation on July 27. 
Recovery was surprisingly 800d 
and and three months later a See- 
ond operation was performed. 
Again the Senator's stamina stood 
him in good stead and he was out 
of bed October 23, three days aft- 
er the operation. 

With the reopening of Congress 
only three weeks ahead, Senator 
Lodge was planning to leave the 
hospital in a few days and get 
ready to take his seat when the 
strake came. 

It left him unconscious and in 
a condition so critical that death 
was considered likely at any time. 
Senator Lodge had four years sti 
to serve in the United States Sen- 
ate, where he had represented this 
State continuously for thirty-one 
years. His place will be filled by 
appointment, Gov. Cox having au- 
thority under a Legislative Act 
passed two years ago to name a 
successor until the next general 
election. 
until 1926. 

Henry Cabot Lodge had served 
continuously in the United States 
Senate since 1893, as Republican 
leader since August, 1918, and was 
one of the most prominent mem- 
bers of his party for a generation. 

Statesman. publicist, author, 
lawyer and historian, Mr. 
manifold activities made a wide 
impression on tempor ue 
events. Chief prominence, per- 
haps, came to him as leader of the 
Senate opposition to the League of 
Nations and the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles during 1918, 1919 and 1920. 
As chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee and Republic- 
an floor leader, he led the contest 
with former President Wilson in 
the fight against ratification. He 
was the author of the “Lodge 
reservations” and was credited 
with a large part in molding the 
policy of the Harding administra- 
tion against American entrance 
into the League. 

He was born im leisure, but al- 
ways worked. A principle laid 
down by him in early life was: 
“The first thing for a man of leis- 
ure to do, if he really wishes te 
count in his day and generation. 
is to avoid being an amateur.” 
Although he apparently had no 
intention of practicing lav, he 
worked hard and won a degree in 
that branch at Harvard, and then 
worked mn a thesis on Angle- 
Saxon land laws, which won him 


his Ph. D/ In the three years that 
followed \he was lecturer at Har- 
vard on American history and at 


30 years of age was recognised as 
an authoritative historian. Among 
the score of books he wrote were 
biographies of Washington, Hamifl- 
ton and Webster. ; 

It was his theory that err 
man should “give of his leisure... 
more or leas, to politics: for it is 
simply good citizenship for him to 
do so,“ and along with the histori- 
cal researches he became inter- 
ested in contemporary politics. 
His public career began with elece- 
tion to the Massachusetts House of 
Representatives in 1879. 

He was unsuccessful in his first 
attempt to go to Washington as a 
national legislator. In 1882 he

His knowledge both of naval - 
fairs and of international rela- 


tions, together with his position of 
leadership in the Senate, led to his 
‘appointment by President Harding 
in 1921 as one of the four Ameri- 
can delegates to the Washington 
arms conference. In that capacity 
it fell to him to present to the con- 
ference the four-power treaty, 
which he later piloted to ratifica- 
tion in the Senate. 

Mr. Lodge traveled often abroad 
and had the friendship of many 
prominent European statesmen. He 
spoke French fluently and was a 
student of its art and literature, 
his library being filled with busts 
of Napoleon and French volumes. 
He also had one of the largest 


collections of Roosevelt letters. 
| r father, John 
EII Lodge, was e in 


trade with China and owned many 
ships. The Senator once re- 
marked: “I never went to sea but 
I knew every part of a ship.” His 
great-grandfather, George Cabot, 
was a Senator from Massachusetts 
from 1781 to 1796 and was ap- 
pointed by President Adams as 
Secretary of the Navy when that 
department was created, but de- 
clined the appointment. 


HAD THREE CHILDREN 
Senator Lodge made his home in 
a picturesque mansion on the cliffs 
of Nahant jutting out into Massa- 
chusetts Bay. There, as a boy, he 


companion. During his service in 
Congress he spent his summer va- 
cations, at his Nahant 
home, and, as he was an ardent 
horseman, was often seen canter- 
ing along the beaches and through 
the villages. In his later years, 
he found horseback riding too 
strenuous and got most of his ex- 
ercise in walking, although he 
continued to enjoy an occasional 
swim in the ocean. He was pas- 
sionately fond of the sea, which he 
once said s'conveys most nearly 
the idea of infinite space.” 

For many 4 Senator. Lodge 
served as moderator at the Nahant 
town meetings and in August, 1913, 
he made a special trip from 
Washington to preside at a special 
town meeting called to consider 
the question of building 4 new 
schoolhouse. A fellow-townsman 
wrote: “His attitude in town meet- 
ings is liked by the townspeople. 
His opinions are not always ap- 
proved, but he is interested in all 
details, however small, and is con- 
siderate of other's opinions.” 

In September, 1922, the Nahant 
townspeople, irrespective of party, 
tendered him a reception and pre- 
sented him with a silver plate in- 
scribed as “a token of affection 
and esteem.” 

Mr. Lodge's wife, who was Anna 
Cabot Mills, daughter of Réar- 
Admiral Charies H. Davis of the 
United States Navy, died in 1915. 
He had two sons, George Cabot 
Lodge, who died soon after his 
graduation from Harvard. and 
John E. Lodge, a Boston lawyer: 
and one daughter, Mrs. Augustus 
P. Gardner, widow of the late 
Congressman Gardner of Massa- 
chusetts.

If 
your punter is superior to that of 
your. opponent and your offense is 
not able to make und and you 
have difficulty in checking the op- 
ponent's offense, punt freely from 
the very start of the game. If you 
gain on the exchange of punts, you 
make it necessary for your op- 
ponent to carry the ball the dis- 
tance you gain on the hanges 
before he ie on equal terms with 
you. Your chances of success are 
greater by so doing than they 
would be if you tried to beat.him 
in that phase of the game in which 
he ia superior.

the price of high-gravity, maxi- 
mum gasoline-yielding crude, such 
as is derived from the Los An- 
geles Basin fields, will be revised 
downward somewhat, while the 
price of low gravity, fuel oil type 
of crude, such as is produced 
abundantly in the San Joaquin 
Valley fields, will likely be revised 
upward. These grades, beginning 
with 14-deg. gravity crude and 
ranging to 25-gravity crude, are 
now bringing from $1 to $1.10 
per barrel, while the type of crude 
yielding a maximum of gasoline 
runs from $1.26 for 30-deg. gravi- 
ty to $1.82 for 42-deg. gravity. 


CRUDE IN DEMAND 

For more than two years the 
operators have been straining ev- 
ery nerve to produce light crude, 
of high gasoline content, and have 
somewhat megiected the develop- 
ment of heavy crude fields. The 
result is that there is now an over- 
supply of gasoline which might 
be expected to automatically bring 
down the price of the lighter 
crudes, and there is a strong de- 
mand for the lower gravity crudes, 
owing to the brisk demand for 
the heavy ends which are yielded 
by the topping plants and refiner- 
len in the San Joaquin Valley 
fields. The market for fuel oil, 
which comes most abundantly from 
the low gravity crude, is decided- 
ly strong and there is good rea- 
son for thinking that the heavier 
types are shortly due for an ad- 
vance in price, while the lighter 
types are apt to experience at least 
a temporary decline. This should 
be encouraging to the operators 
in the Ken county fields who are 
tinkering with wells of the pump- 
er type, and ought to result in a 
lively exploration campaign in the 
San Joaquin fields in an effort to 
discover new pools. , 

During September the domestic 
demand for gasoline dropped 100,- 
060,000 below the demand in Aug- 
ust. This was due to a falling off 
Gasoline stocks on 
hand in the United State October 
1, amounted to 1,230,000.000 gal- 
fons, a fifty-one day supply for 
the whole country. On October 1, 
1923. gasoline stocks represented 
a forty-five-day supply. 


PRODUCTION LOWER 


Last week for the first time in 
more than two years the daily 
production of crude oil in Cali- 
fornia flelds dropped slightly un- 
der 600,000 barrels. During the 
Same week a year ago California 
produced 800,400 barrels. A year 
ago Torrance was producing 16,- 
000 barrels daily, now that field 
is yielding 49,000 barrels daily. A 
year ago Dominguez was yielding 
1400 barrels daily, now it is yield- 
ing 33,500 barrels daily. A yeur 
ago the Rosecrans field was not 
an oll producer, today it is yield- 
ing about 4000 barrels daily. 

The total production of crude 
oil in California for September 
amounted to 18,308,233 barrels, an 
average of 610,274 barrels per day. 
This is a decrease of 6274 barreis 
per day under August production. 

Total stocks of crude and all 
products increased during the 
month 56.333 barrels. The total 
stocks at the end of the month 
were 120,874,860 barrels. The total 
stock increase for 1924, u to 
September 30, was 4,147,418 bar- 
rels. 

DECREASE IN WEIS. 

Ninety-five wells were completed 
during the month with an initial 
daily production of 27,473 bar- 
rels, compared with 100 wells 
completed during August with an 
initial production of 33,954 bar- 
rels. 


Three Go to Atlantic 


Ports on the Pacific Coast were 
the principal points of destina- 
tion for petroleum exports from 
Los Angeles Harbor during the 
week ending the 7th inst. Of 
twenty-two tankers leaving the 
Harbor, fifteen were destined for 
domestic ports on the West Coast, 
only three sailing for the Atlantic 
Coast, which usually is the heavi- 
est receiver of California oil. 
Three tankers sailed for trans-Pa- 
cific ports including Honolulu, 
Manila, Yokohama. one vessel be- 
ing destined for Loco, B. C. 

Total exports of petroleum for 
the week aggregated 1,563,012 
barrels, which was principally 
crude oil for refining purposes. 
Eight tankers carried fuel cargoes, 
thirteen carried crude oil, and 
one carried a mixed cargo of fuel 
oi! and gasoline.

CHIEF SEES 
OUR FIELDS 


Visits United States and 
Mexico; Tells of Needs of 
His Nation 


(EXCLOSTVE DISPATCH) 
LAREDO (Tex.) Nev. 9.—World- 


wide inspection of produting oil 


fields is being made by G. Kobias- 
ki, who bears credentials as chief 
geologist of the Japanese govern- 
ment. He was in edo on his 
way to the Tampico (Mex.) fields, 
after a tour of the principal pro- 
ducing districts of Texas and oth- 
er parts of the United States. He 
left Japan last April on his world 
tour. He said that he was much 
impressed with the oil production 
and refining facilities of California, 
Oklahoma and Texas. 

“The object of this survey is 
primarily scientific,” he said. “We 
would like_to have oil fields with 
good transportation facilities. At 
present the idea of Japanese capi- 
tal having its own fields is beset 
with difficulties. 

“In China, there are too many 
disturbances for us to invest in 
and develop oil property. In Rus 
sia we are barred. All over the 
world, fields are controlled by oth- 
er nations. I fear very much that 
no new development work is possi. 


ble. 

“Not only is Japan in need of 
ofl, but of every other thing. We 
need iron, lumber, copper, cot- 
ton, all raw materials. 

“Our population is 70,000,000, in- 
cluding Korea. That population is 
living in an area half as large as 
Texas. Not only that, but much 
of the ground is untillabié. It is 
too rocky and mountainous. 

“I may say frankly that the 
mass of Japan is somewhat bitter 
egainst the new immigration law. 
They think the United States has 
been quite frank in its attitude. 
Other nations are secretly barring 
the Japanese, the Americans open- 
ly. I don’t believe Japanese wil] 
emigrate to Mexico.”

NEW YORK, Nov. §8.—With the 
securities markets, particularly 
for railroad shares, responding 
strongly to the termination of elec- 
tion uncertainties, emphasis was 


laid in financial and business cir- 
cles last week on the improved 
dutlook for business expansion. 
Bankers pointed out that, quite 
aside from political considerations, 
business men now know just where 
they stand. Many who deferred 
action until the situation could be 
clarified were now reported to be 
In a mood to go ahead with their 
pians. 

The probable effect of this confi- 
dence was considered the more im- 
portant because of the favorable 
mature of fundamental econemic 
factors. Some apprehension ts still 
entertained as to the ultimate. ot 
fect of competition from a re- 
stored Europe. On the other hand. 
some of the best posted observers 
that better markets 


and United States agricultural dis- 
tricts, that industry was improving, 
that trade was active and that 
money was cheap. These factors, 
they held made the outlook en- 
couraging. 

The position of the country’s 
railroads was considered especial- 
ly favorable. This was due to the 
great strength shown by the se- 
curities of the railroad companies 
to the excellent earning reports re- 
cently made public and to the high 
level of car loadings. No less than 
1.112.990 care were loaded with 
revenue freight in the week end- 
ing October 25, this performance’ 
setting a new high record for all 
time.

Saturday’s government report 
on the cotton crop lifted the esti- 
mate to 12,816,000 bales, which is 
approximately 2,750,000 bales more 
than was realized from last year’s 
crop. The estimate had been dis- 
counted and prices were compara- 
tively little changed, with the spot 
commodity commanding about 24 
cents. Ginnings to the Ist inst. 
amounted to 9,694,000 bales.

Fruit of Dawes Plan 


is Forecast 


Expenditures 


(BY CABLE ASSOCIATED PRESS) 
BERLIN, Nov. 9.—Among the 
first fruits of the functioning of 
the Dawes plan and securing for- 


undoubtedly will be a large meas- 
ure of tax reduction, and incident- 
ally a fill-up to German export 
trade. 

As the State budget shows a 
large excess revenue over expen- 
ditures, the government, in co- 
operation with the finance minis- 


decided to reduce considerably 
certain taxes which have imposed 
a heavy burden on the country’s 
economic life. 

For example, the income tax 
will de reduced approximately 20 
per cent on incomes under 8000 
marks, with further reductions for | 
families with children. A mar- 
ried couple with eight children | 
and an income not exceeding 2000 | 
marks yearly will be exempt from | 
income tax. The tax on the busi- 
ness tournover will be — | 
from 2 per cent to 1% per cent 
and the luxury tax from 15 per 
cent to 10 per cent. It is expect- 
ed that these reductions, aside 
from decreasing the cost of liv- 
ing will increase German's export 
capacity, as there will be no need 
to increase the wages of workmen 
and consequently export prices on 
German goods can be kept at a 
level which will enable exporters | 
successfully to compete in the 
worlds markets.

She was one 
of the pioneer school teachers in 
Cucamonga and Pomona and later 
taught in the public schools of this 
city, resigning in 1885 while hold- 
ing the position of vice-principal 
of the Castelar-Street School. 


In 1883 she was married to 
Charles M. Patten, a native of 
Massachusetts. He was one of the 
pioneer engineers of the Southern 
Pacific system and retired from 
service in 1917 after having been 
m that rafilroad’s employ for for- 
ty-three consecutive years. Mr. 
Patten died in 1921. 

Four children were born to Mr.

Corporation Department Allows $3,000,000 Sale for 
Amusement Project on Selig Zoo Site 


A permit to issue and sell $3,000,000 worth of stock was granted 
Saturday by the State Corporation Department to the Santa Monica 
Exposition, Inc., for the purpose of erecting a large amusement park 
to be known as Luna Park, on the present site of the Selig Zoo 


near Lincoln Park. 

The company, which has a capi- 
talization of $6,000,000, is pre- 
pared to take up on an option on the 
twenty-five and one-half acres con- 
tained in the zoo property and will 
start immediate improvement of 
the land, according to E. W. Me- 
Connell, an amusement park engi- 
neer in charge of the local work. 

It ie planned by the c3mpany 
to continue the exhibition of ani- 
mals. Arrangements are being 
made to construct novel pens 
where the animals will be shown 
off in reproductions of their na- 
tural haunts and fences will be 
eliminated as far as possible by 
water barriers, it is said. 


The second feature of the park 
to be constructed will be a large 
swimming pool with a novel bath- 
ing beach and wave making ma- 
chine. A cafe and dance hall also 
are to be erected. 

Plans are being considered for 
the erection of a motion picture 
theater at the park and, accord- 
ing to MeConnell, Sid Grauman 
and the Miller Theater organi- 
gation are considering the opera- 
tion of the new picture house.
